A public life study uses observation surveys to understand

if, and how, public spaces serve the needs of people. 
Common pedestrian needs include comfort, safety, and 
ease of movement for all ages and abilities. 


WHY CONDUCT A PUBLIC LIFE STUDY? 


A public life study provides key insights on when, where, 
and how pedestrians use public spaces. This information 
can inform ideas and designs for improvements that 
allow public space to function better. 


Who Was Observed on Taylor Street? 


About 9% of observed pedestrians 
were over 65 or under 15 years of age 


Over 60% of observed pedestrians 
were male 


About 4% of observed pedestrians 
had impaired mobility

e Left Turn Signal 
e Left Turn Restriction

primarily using paint markings, signs, and signal timing.
